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RULES  FOR  FORMING  MISSION  BANDS. 

1.  An  association  of  the  young  ladies  banded  together  to  aid  the 
“Woman’s  Union  Missionary  Society”  shall  be  called  a  “  Mission,  Band.” 

2.  Each  Band  shall  be  responsible  for  the  payment  Of  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars  a  year. 

3.  A  child  may  become  a  Member  of  a  Mission  Band  by  the  annual 
payment  of  twenty-five  cents.  Parents  or  other  adults  may  become 
Honorary  Members  by  the  annual  payment  of  fifty  cents. 

4.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  membership  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Society. 

5.  A  Mission  Baud  may  be  formed  by  four  or  six  young  ladies  or  chil¬ 
dren  acting  as  collectors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obtain  the  names  of 
members,  return  them  certificates  of  membership  properly  filled  out,  and 
also  to  make  yearly  collections  as  they  become  due. 

6.  Each  Mission  Band  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  some  lady  in 
the  same  church  where  it  is  formed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  watch  over 
and  direct  the  labors  of  the  collectors,  see  that  their  payments  are  duly 
made  to  the  general  Treasurer,  and  in  every  way  encourage  their  efforts. 

7.  Each  Mission  Band  may  have  the  privilege  of  specifying  in  what 
particular  field,  occupied  by  the  Parent  Society,  they  wish  their  money 
to  be  expended. 

8.  Each  Mission  Band  must  select  an  appropriate  name,  that  no  con¬ 
fusion  arise  in  the  acknowledgment  of  money.

OF  THE 

PHILADELPHIA  BRANCH  FOR  1868. 


In  1861  the  Philadelphia  branch  of  “Woman’s  Union  Mission,” 
etc.,  was  organized.  The  object  of  its  eight  years’  labor  has  been 
to  carry  the  Bible  to  the  poor  ignorant  women  of  heathen  lands, 
and  teach  them  to  read  it.  Thus  we  hoped  to  introduce  Christianity 
into  the  heart  of  heathen  households  where  it  has  not  been  taught, 
nor  even  made  known.  How  we  have  attempted  to  do  this  work 
our  Report  will  show. 

Our  Society  has  just  entered  upon  the  ninth  year  of  its  organi¬ 
zation,  and,  in  presenting  our  Report  for  the  year  just  closed,  we 
would  acknowledge,  with  grateful  hearts,  “hitherto  hath  the  Lord 
helped  us.”  The  work  of  the  Association  has  been  steadily  in¬ 
creasing,  new  fields  of  labor  are  constantly  opening,  as  w'ell  as  new 
opportunities  for  enlarging  operations  already  begun.  The  results 
have  been  truly  astonishing,  especially  in  view  of  our  very  moderate 
expenses,  as  the  Treasurer’s  Report  will  testify.  In  Calcutta  alone 
our  missionaries  have  eight  hundred  pupils  under  instruction,  while 
we  have,  in  the  different  mission  stations,  twenty  schools  for  girls, 
seventy-eight  Ijlible  readers,  and  thirty  children  under  training  by 
specific  contribution.  This  comprises  the  work  of  the  united 
societies. 

The  speciality  of  our  field  of  labor  is  becoming  more  understood, 
and  the  importance  of  having  the  connecting  link  of  woman's 
agency  in  missionary  work  more  thoroughly  appreciated.  Far 
from  assuming  any  undue  spirit  of  independence  in  position  or  ac¬ 
tion,  we,  as  women,  would  simply  be  co-laborers  with  man  in  those 
fields  which  seem  to  be  especially  open  to  our  influence  and  effort. 
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Ours  is  a  work  which  Missionary  Boards  have  hitherto  not  adopted. 
India  has  been  our  principal  field  of  labor,  as  the  helpless  and  de¬ 
graded  condition  of  our  sex  in  that  quarter  calls  out  our  strongest 
sympathies,  and  its  peculiar  social  institutions  exclude  them  from 
any  other  influence  than  that  of  missionary  women.  The  efforts  of 
these  labors  are  not  only  encouraged,  but  there  is  an  incessant  de¬ 
mand  for  further  instruction.  Even  the  men  of  India  are  waking 
up  to  the  fact,  that  women  are  something  more  than  a  higher  sort 
of  domestic  animal,  and  have,  in  many  cases,  earnestly  sought  to 
have  their  wives  and  children  instructed.  With  so  much  to  en¬ 
courage  us,  we  start  with  rejoicing  hearts  upon  another  year’s 
labor,  and  in  addition  to  our  annual  expenses  we  have  assumed  a 
new  responsibility  which,  however  large,  we  doubt  not  will  be 
amply  met. 

The  Society  formerly  leased  a  house  in  Calcutta  for  accommo¬ 
dating  its  missionaries,  the  ruinous  condition  of  which  compelled  a 
removal.  The  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  premises  lies  in  the  fact 
that  Calcutta  is  divided  into  three  sections :  the  European,  too 
expensive  and  distant  a  quarter  for  missionary  work  ;  the  native,  an 
unhealthful  and  disreputable  locality;  and  the  neutral  ground,  oc¬ 
cupied  by  East  Indians,  foreigners  of  limited  means,  and  missiona¬ 
ries.  It  is  to  the  latter  quarter  that  our  missionaries  have  recently 
removed,  into  a  substantially  built  house  which,  with  its  premises, 
covers  an  acre  of  ground.  Its  cost  is  $20,000  in  gold. 

Miss  Brittan,  writing  of  this  house,  says:  “I  have  had  my  eye 
on  it  ever  since  I  have  been  in  Calcutta;  it  would  suit  us  better 
than  any  house  in  the  city;  for  size,  situation,  &c.,  it  is  a  most  de¬ 
sirable  house.  To  purchase  ground  and  build  now,  would  cost  us 
more  than  four  times  what  it  will  to  buy  a  house  ready.  The  owner 
of  the  house  is  very  anxious  to  sell  it.  Now,  my  dear  friends,  are 
you  prepared  to  go  to  this  extent?” 

Can  we,  in  the  midst  of  all  our  comfort  and  luxury,  resist  this 
appeal?  Shall  we  not  at  once  bend  all  our  energies  towards  accom¬ 
plishing  the  laudable  object  of  securing  a  suitable  “  Home”  to  re¬ 
present  our  American  Mission  ?  *Let  us  be  up  and  doing,  and  give 
ourselves  no  rest  until  this  work  is  completed,  and  our  devoted 
missionaries  relieved  of  the  anxiety  and  suspense  they  are  compelled 
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to  endure,  until  they  feel  secure  in  a  home  of  their  own.  The  New 
York  Society  has  assumed  $10,000  ;  the  Philadelphia  Branch  $5000; 
the  friends  of  the  mission  in  Calcutta  will,  it  is  hoped,  make  up 
the  balance.  The  English  government  has  made  a  grant  to  the 
mission,  and  it  has  received  many  gifts  from  the  English  and  Ameri¬ 
can  residents.  Who  will  hesitate  a  moment?  Let  each  member 
of  our  Society  resolve  to  do  something — the  very  utmost — and  do 
it  at  once.  The  last  house  rented  by  the  Society  in  Calcutta  cost 
$112  per  month  in  gold.  Does  not  economy  suggest  an  immediate 
purchase  ?  We  beg  all  our  friends  most  earnestly  to  aid  us  in  this 
matter;  let  us  have  a  monument  in  Calcutta  that  will  testify  our 
appreciation  of  the  priceless  blessings  of  our  Christian  homes. 


OUR  HELPERS. 

Among  these  we  reckon  our  Anniversaries  and  Auxiliaries. 

At  our  annual  meeting  of  last  year  (Feb.  4),  we  had  as  now  the 
encouragement  of  Reverend  clergymen,  •whose  prayers  for  God’s 
blessings  on  the  work  and  eloquent  pleadings  for  our  Society  we 
shall  never  forget ;  only  a  few  of  these  kind  words  we  have  room  to 
quote. 

Rev.  Dr.  Newton  presided,  and  read  an  abstract  of  the  Reports 
of  the  Society  for  the  years  1866-67,  and  then  introduced  to  the 
audience  the  Rev.  Bishop  Simpson,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

We  regret  that  limited  space  compels  us  to  give  only  selections 
from  this  masterly  address  : — 

“It  gives  me  pleasure  to  meet  so  many  Christian  men  and  wo¬ 
men,  assembled  in  this  holy  temple  this  evening.  I  am  glad  to 
unite  with  them  in  devotional  services,  and  have  taken  delight  at 
the  information  received  from  your  Annual  Report ;  and  though 
it  is  not  my  wish  to  make  a  lengthened  address,  yet  I  may  be 
allowed  to  give  you  some  reasons  why  the  formation  of  a  Society 
such  as  this  gives  me  peculiar  pleasure. 

“  The  first  is,  that  it  does  not  seek  to  add  to  the  number  of  So¬ 
cieties  already  existing,  and  claiming  a  prominent  position.  Its 
object  is  to  rouse  to  greater  activity  the  public  mind,  and  to  infuse 
new  life  into  all  the  missionary  institutions,  that  they  may  take 
up,  and  prosecute,  a  branch  of  work  hitherto  almost  uncultivated.’’ 
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“  Ministers  have  penetrated  into  different  parts  of  India,  China, 
and  other  oriental  countries,  and  though  their  labors  will  not  be  in 
vain,  yet  how  little  has  been  accomplished!  To  supplement  the 
■work  of  the  missionary,  this  Society  has  been  organized :  and  to 
show  that  heathen  women  can  be  reached  by  Christian  women,  and 
that  through  their  influence  the  very  best  result  can  be  attained  ; 
while  the  way  of  the  minister  can  be  more  effectually  opened  by  the 
enlightenment  and  improvement  which  Christian  woman  gives,  than 
by  any  other  plan. 

“  There  is  yet  another  reason  to  show  why  an  association  of  this 
kind  is  profitable.  It  holds  up  to  the  Christian  women  of  this  coun¬ 
try  their  obligations  to  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Pass  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  civilization,  where  the  gospel  is  not  preached;  where 
woman  has  no  liberty,  and  is  confined  almost  with  chains,  in  almost 
dungeon-like  imprisonment,  without  culture  of  taste,  education,  or 
the  blessings  of  Christian  society !  Oh  !  is  there  not  a  work  for 
Christian  woman  there?  Are  there  not  Christian  women  in  this 
land  who  will  prove  their  love  for  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  and  his 
holy  work,  by  sending  the  glad  tidings  to  their  sisters  who  are  living 
in  the  bonds  of  iniquity,  and  under  the  pall  of  ignorance? 

“  This  Society,  too,  is  a  bond  of  union.  It  seeks  not  to  establish 
a  church,  but  works  in  harmony  with  all  branches  of  the  Christian 
church.  Ladies  of  taste  and  refinement,  of  pity  and  sympathy,  meet 
together,  confer  together,  and  work  together,  breaking  down  the 
middle  wall  of  partition  between  us,  denominationally,  and  hastening 
on  the  day  when  all  shall  be  one  in  Christ  Jesus,  the  Lord  ! 

“  This  Society  has  been  in  the  field  but  a  few  years,  and  on  this 
Seventh  Anniversary  you  come,  not  with  lamentation  and  sorrow, 
but  with  lessons  of  glorious  deeds.  From  every  open  door  come 
glad  tidings  of  rejoicing,  crowding  to  you  from  all  lands  whither 
your  missionaries  have  gone.  They  send  back  word  that  ‘  the 
fields  are  white,  and  the  harvest  is  ready.’  They  ask  for  more 
laborers  and  more  means  !  The  work  there  stimulates  the  work 
here.  Oh  !  may  the  sunshine  of  Christianity  pour  into  every  ham¬ 
let  and  every  home  in  India  ;  and  may  the  women,  ay,  and  the  men, 
break  from  their  bondage  into  the  light  of  holiness  !  I  congratulate 
you,  Christian  ladies,  on  the  success  of  your  Society.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Scudder,  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  was  then  in¬ 
troduced.  He  said : — 

“Let  me  go  back  and  show  you  the  condition  of  the  Hindoo  wo¬ 
men,  and  how  little  and  meagre  the  culture  and  education  of  any 
sort  which  they  receive.  When  a  Hindoo  boy  is  born  the  tomtoms 
beat  and  the  drums  rattle,  and  all  is  rejoicing  and  revelry;  but 
when  the  tidings  come  to  the  father  that  a  girl  is  born  in  the  world 
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the  windows  are  shut,  and  the  blinds  are  closed,  and  there  is  mourn¬ 
ing  in  that  house,  and  from  that  period  the  little  female  infant  is 
buried  in  everlasting-  night,  and  is  placed  in  abject  slavery  ever 
after.  There  can  be  no  astonishment  then  as  to  the  ignorance  of 
the  Hindoo  woman  when  in  the  first  place  she  is  looked  upon  from 
her  birth  as  possessing  all  of  the  known  vices,  and  is  despised  by 
all  her  own  sex ;  and  in  the  second  place,  is  kept  in  perfect  bon¬ 
dage,  rarely  escapes  from  her  own  dwelling,  is  not  allowed  to  edu¬ 
cate  herself,  and  is  condemned  if  she  attempts  it.” 

“  And  now  in  regard  to  the  influence  which  our  Christian  women 
can  exert  in  that  missionary  field.  It  is  utterly  impossible  for  a 
missionary  to  make  any  attempt  for  her  culture.  It  requires  the 
personality  of  Christian  women,  just  such  as  you  are  sending  to 
that  far  off  land,  who  can  best  drop  within  their  barren  hearts  the 
first  seeds  of  Christianity. 

“  None  can  plead  for  woman’s  wrongs  as  woman  can.  We  look 
for  woman’s  aid;  we  need  her  influence  and  her  support — for 
through  these  alone  are  we  enabled  to  penetrate  into  the  homes  of 
the  people  of  India.” 


AUXILIARIES. 

Camden  Auxiliary. — The  ladies  of  this  locality  have  co-operated 
most  efficiently  with  our  Branch.  Would  that  the  zeal  which 
animates  them  could  animate  all  connected  with  us  in  this  cause! 
See  Report  of  this  Auxiliary  at  the  close. 

Germantown  Auxiliary. — Our  friends  from  this  section  of  the 
city  who  have  so  nobly  aided  us  in  our  great  work,  have  recently 
asked  the  privilege  of  forming  an  Auxiliary  Society  in  their  imme¬ 
diate  neighborhood,  which  will  spare  them  the  inconvenience  of 
attending  our  meetings.  We  are  very  reluctant  to  part  with  them, 
but  cannot  deny  their  reasonable  request.  We  would,  therefore, 
wish  them  a  most  affectionate  God  speed. 

This  Auxiliary  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  was  instituted  in 
Germantown,  on  Tuesday,  January  19th,  1869.  Mrs.  S.  B.  Linnard 
was  elected  President,  Miss  Dunning  Secretary,  and  Miss  A.  Bayard 
Treasurer. 
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EESULTS  IN  THE  MISSIONS. 

Extracts  from  the  account  of  Miss  Brittan,  of  her  visit  to  Jey- 
poor,  and  the  arrangements  made  for  the  education  of  women  by  the 
native  king  of  that  province. 

“  The  Bajah  thanked  me  for  the  interest  I  had  taken  in  his  peo¬ 
ple,  and  said  he  was  sure  I  would  not  have  taken  the  trouble  of 
coming  so  far,  if  I  did  not  wish  to  benefit  them.  It  seems  his  de¬ 
sire  for  the  education  of  the  women  of  his  dominions  has  been  ex¬ 
cited  by  a  visit  made  last  year  to  Calcutta,  where  he  heard  about 
the  education  in  zenanas  and  schools,  and  saw  some  of  the  work 
done  by  our  zenana  ladies.  When  we  alluded  to  business  arrange¬ 
ments,  he  agreed  to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  and  salary  of  a  lady 
whom  I  shall  send  to  him,  prepare  a  house  for  her,  and  give  me  per¬ 
mission  to  purchase  books  and  materials  for  work  to  the  value  of 
200  rupees.  The  only  thing  that  he  required  was  that  I  should  con¬ 
tinue  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  their  progress,  and  to  show  that  I 
did,  I  would  visit  Jeypoor  yearly,  when  he  would  send  a  convey¬ 
ance  to  Agra  for  me. 

“He  is  a  very  liberal  minded  and  intelligent  man,  yet  how  I  pitied 
him  !  He  rarely  goes  outside  his  palace,  for  it  would  be  lowering 
his  dignity  to  let  his  subjects  see  him  too  often.  Here  is  an  im¬ 
mense  and  magnificent  palace,  plenty  of  gold  and  precious  stones, 
an  innumerable  retinue,  while  his  queens  are  separated  from  him  in 
their  own  guarded  palace.  On  reaching  home,  I  found  petitions 
from  seven  different  places,  all  desiring  us  to  send  them  a  lady  to 
open  zenanas.  Oh,  to  hear  that  we  have  three  or  four  American 
ladies  coming  to  our  help ! 

“  Mrs.  Ockleton,  who  is  stationed  at  Jeypoor  writes  :  ‘  I  have  com¬ 
menced  teaching  school  and  like  the  girls  very  much  ;  only  sixteen 
attend  regularly.  They  seem  more  intelligent  and  less  childish  than 
the  Hindoo  women  in  Calcutta.  They  are  all  very  eager  to  learn 
needle  or  fancy  work,  and  two  or  three  of  them  are  very  anxious  to 
be  taught  English.  I  have  sold  them  a  number  of  Bible  stories,  of 
which  they  seem  to  be  very  fond.’  ” 
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A  FAITHFUL  MISSIONARY. 

The  first  cause  of  sorrow  in  our  mission  work  has  been  the  death 
of  the  devoted  Miss  Norris.  She  belonged  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Board- 
man’s  church,  of  this  city,  and  her  pastor’s  testimony  to  her  Chris¬ 
tian  faithfulness  is  one  that  may  well  be  coveted.  After  having 
been  for  some  time  deeply  interested  in  the  object  and  spirit  of  the 
Woman’s  Union  Missionary  Society,  she  offered  herself  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary,  was  accepted,  and  sent  out  in  company  with  Miss  Hook,  of 
Schenectady,  in  November,  1867.  In  February,  they  reached  Cal¬ 
cutta,  via  California  and  China,  the  first  missionaries  from  America 
who  had  reached  the  East  by  way  of  the  West. 

During  the  voyage,  unknown  to  all  but  herself,  a  disease  was 
rapidly  developed  which  resulted  in  painful  illness  and  death.  On 
the  13th  of  April,  at  the  American  Home,  in  Calcutta,  Miss 
Norris  peacefully  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 

During  her  short  missionary  life  she  was  granted  some  precious 
fruit.  While  stopping  at  Canton,  where  they  were  kindly  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  Rev.  M.  Preston,  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  ;  she 
writes :  “  We  went  to  the  chapel  where  about  forty  natives  meet 
for  prayer  every  day.  It  did  my  heart  good  to  hear  them  sing  Old 
Hundred,  although  I  could  not  understand  a  word  of  the  hymn.  In 
the  evening  we  attended  the  Union  Prayer  Meeting.  I  cannot  tell 
you  how  I  felt  when  I  heard  each  one  pray,  particularly  for  the  friends 
at  home,  and  thought  how  few  ever  met  there  to  pray  especially  for 
the  heathen,  or  ask  for  a  blessing  upon  the  labors  of  the  mission¬ 
aries.”  From  Calcutta,  she  writes  of  zenana  work:  “I  am  so  far 
advanced  in  the  language,  that  I  can  hear  them  recite  their  lessons, 
and  shall  feel  indeed  proud  when  I  am  able  to  speak  to  them  in  their 
own  language.  Each  one,  after  singing  ‘  There  is  a  happy  land,’  re¬ 
peated  averse  of  Scripture  they  had  memorized. 

“  It  will  give  the  missionaries  anxious  hours  during  the  hot  days, 
before  they  can  make  these  women  understand  how  they  are  to  be 
saved  through  the  blood  of  the  Son  of  Hod.  While  it  is  pleasant  to 
go  to  some  houses,  the  greater  number  are  found  by  winding  through 
dirty  lanes,  where  there  are  plenty  of  vermin  and  loathsome  diseases. 

“We  can  only  think  of  the  promises,  and  feel  that  we  wall  be  kept 
from  ‘  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness.’  ” 
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Miss  Norris — Her  Last  Illness  and  Death. — Miss  Brittan, 
writing  from  Calcutta  to  the  New  York  Society,  gave  this  sketch 
of  the  last  scenes  : — 

"We  have  dispatched  to  you  the  sad  news  of  our  dear  Miss 
Norris,  for  very  dear  indeed  has  she  become  the  past  few  days. 
After  the  physicians  had  decided  on  the  fatal  nature  of  her  disease, 
I  told  her  she  might  live  many  months,  and  might  die  any  hour. 
She  looked  at  me  steadily  for  an  instant,  and  said,  “Is  it  so  ?  Well, 
no  matter,  I  shall  reach  one  Home.”  She  then  spoke  most  fer¬ 
vently  of  her  loving  Saviour’s  tender  care  of  her  all  her  life,  and 
that  she  could  trust  Him  to  the  last.  A  few  moments  after,  she 
said,  “It  seems  such  a  strange  providence  that  I  should  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  come  here  and  be  such  an  expense  to  the  Society;  but 
the  silver  and  the  gold  are  the  Lord’s,  and  He  can  restore  it  to 
their  treasury.” 

I  am  sure  God  had  a  work  for  her  to  do,  or  He  never  would  have 
permitted  her  to  come  here.  She  spoke  so  beautifully  to  the 
physicians  that  they  were  both  completely  touched.  We  have 
many  friends,  and  her  case  has  been  so  sudden  a  blow  that  we  have 
visitors  all  day  long.  She  wishes  to  see  and  talk  with  them  all ; 
and  oh !  what  a  noble  confession  she  makes.  It  is  Christ  the 
Saviour,  the  sinner’s  friend ;  Christ  all  in  all.  If  any  who  come  to 
see  her  are  not  God’s  children,  her  earnest  appeals  to  them  are 
most  affecting.  I  do  not  think  any  one  has  left  her  room  with  a 
dry  eye.  She  said  to  one  of  our  missionaries  to-day,  “  Oh,  do  not 
let  a  light  thing  separate  you  from  your  work,”  and  then  spoke 
most  earnestly  of  it.  We  have  prayers  near  her  room,  and  sang 
to-night,  as  she  wished:  “How  firm  a  foundation.” 

Yesterday  the  physician  said  to  me,  “  If  she  has  not  a  work  to 
do  among  the  heathen,  she  has  a  work  to  do  among  us.  I  feel  it 
does  me  good  to  go  into  her  room,  and  so  it  will  every  one  to  enter 
there.”  His  kindness  has  been  unparalleled,  but  when  I  thank  him, 
he  says  it  is  his  pleasure  to  do  anything  for  us.  God  has  been  so 
good  in  raising  up  such  true  and  valuable  friends  since  we  have 
been  in  India.  Several  clergymen,  both  Baptist  and  Episcopalian, 
have  visited  Miss  Norris,  and  prayed  with  her.  Just  now  I  was 
standing  beside  her ;  she  had  been  lying  for  a  long  time  as  if  asleep, 
when  she  said,  “  Oh,  my  Father  is  very  good  !  I  feel  as  if  there 
were  two  so  gently  leading  me  to  the  river’s  brink — my  Father  and 
my  Saviour.”  “Yea,  though  I  walk,”  etc.  After  a  moment  I  said, 
“My  dear,  here  are  two  letters  for  you  from  home,”  (she  had  been 
anxiously  looking  for  the  mail).  “Well,”  she  replied,  “just  lay 
them  on  my  lips,  and  then  put  them  away  to  send  home,  and  do  not 
speak  of  them  again.”  God  is  leading  her  tenderly.  To-night  she 
said  to  me,  “  So  nearly  home,  my  cup  of  joy  is  brimming  over.” 
She  then  repeated,  “Jesus  can  make  a  dying  bed,”  and  added, 
“  Dear  Miss  Brittan,  I  hope  you  may  experience  that.” 

April  13.  Three  o’clock.  She  is  in  heaven.  She  has  just 
breathed  her  last  most  peacefully.  H  ow  glorious  the  exchange  ! 
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NATIVE  BIBLE  READERS  IN  DEHRA,  NORTHERN 

INDIA. 

Extracts  from  the  Journal  of  Margaret  and  Julia,  translated  by 
Miss  Beatty.  Margaret  is  supported  by  the  Philadelphia  Branch. 

“  T o-day,  while  reading,  a  woman  said  :  ‘  I  have  worshipped  every 
idol  I  have  met  with  and  have  received  no  benefit  from  them,  and 
at  last  have  given  it  up,  for  I  saw  that  that  they  had  no  power  to 
do  anything.’  Then  we  told  her  of  the  works  of  Jesus,  and  how  He 
had  all  power  in  Himself. 

“  In  the  house  of  a  Hindoo  woman  read  the  1st  of  John.  She 
was  much  pleased,  and  said  :  ‘I  want  to  become  a  Christian,  but  I 
am  under  the  power  of  others  and  can  have  no  will  of  my  own.’  She 
has  felt  that  she  needs  a  Saviour,  and  has  been  a  great  worshipper 
of  the  different  gods,  hoping  through  them  to  receive  salvation.  We 
told  her,  as  plainly  as  we  could,  of  salvation  through  Jesus. 

“  We  found  several  women  sitting  in  the  sun.  We  asked,1  Can 
any  of  you  read  ?’  They  only  laughed  in  reply,  but  on  giving  them 
the  book,  one  of  them  read  part  of  one  of  the  chapters  of  Matthew. 
Then  we  questioned  them,  to  see  if  they  had  understood,  and  found 
that  they  already  knew  something  of  Jesus.  We  tried  to  show  them 
how  Jesus  came  to  be  their  Saviour  as  well  as  ours.  When  we  again 
told  them  of  all  Jesus  had  suffered  for  us,  the  tears  came  into  the 
eyes  of  all  these  women,  and  they  listened  earnestly. 

“A  Mohammedan  woman  asked,  ‘Who  is  Jesus  that  cured  a 
man  when  he  had  been  sick  thirty-eight  years  ?’  Then  we  talked 
with  them,  showing  them  that  Jesus  was  God  Himself.  This  the 
Mohammedans  will  not  hear,  while  the  Hindoos,  who  have  been  ac¬ 
customed  to  think  about  the  incarnations  of  their  different  gods,  can 
more  easily  believe.  When  reading  the  11th  of  Matthew,  a  woman 
who  at  first  stood  afar  off,  drew  near  and  finally  sat  down  by  us. 
Another  said,  ‘You  have  laid  hold  of  one,  and  that  the  true  God 
who  guides  you,  but  we  are  still  wandering  about  in  the  wilderness.’ 
We  told  them  Jesus  was  calling  those  who  are  helpless  and  weary, 
and  directed  them  to  pray  to  God.” 
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M  rs.  E.  H.  Thompson,  our  Missionary  lady,  at  Shanghai,  China, 
writes  of  her 


BIBLE  CLASS. 

“I  had  a  very  large  attendance  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  my  Bible- 
class.  One  of  Mrs.  Jenkins’  Bible-readers  (a  most  earnest,  zealous 
woman)  came  and  brought  her  mother  and  daughter  and  five  other 
women.  Hers  is  a  very  interesting  case.  She  first  became  pious 
herself,  and  then  persuaded  her  old  mother  to  become  a  believer  in 
Jesus ;  now  her  whole  household  is  Christian.  One  of  these  women 
whom  she  brought  was  a  strict  Buddhist,  and  abstained,  as  their  rule 
is,  from  all  animal  food.  But  she  has  given  up  repeating  their  clas¬ 
sics  (as  she  expressed  it)  so  that  she  has  forgotten  them.  Instead 
of  the  vain  repetition  of  the  heathen,  she  repeated  the  Lord’s  Prayer, 
the  Creed,  and  the  first  three  commandments,  and  seemed  to  think 
it  was  a  more  excellent  way.  Oh,  for  more  zealous  native  women 
to  go  among  these  villages  and  seek  out  these  famishing  souls  ! 
They  do  not  care  for  their  heathenism,  and  would,  I  am  sure,  soon 
adopt  Christianity,  if  its  truths  were  only  set  clearly  before  their 
minds.” 


CONVERSION  OF  A  LITTLE  GIRL. 

Mrs.  Bennett,  in  her  last  letter  from  Rangoon,  gives  this  interest¬ 
ing  sketch  of  one  of  her  pupils  : — 

“I  went  yesterday  to  attend  the  funeral  of  dear  little  Mali 
Gyee,  in  her  twelfth  year.  She  has  been  in  the  school  ever  since 
its  commencement  in  1866,  had  learned  to  read  and  write,  and  had 
committed  to  memory  many  hymns,  the  catechism,  and  several 
portions  of  Scripture  ;  but  best  of  all  had  asked  for  baptism  and 
had  given  decided  evidence  of  conversion.  During  her  illness  of 
two  days,  she  spoke  with  the  clearness  and  understanding  of  an 
adult  of  her  many  sins  and  of  her  entire  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  to 
save  her.  She  begged  that  her  mother  might  not  be  allowed  to  call 
the  priests,  or  give  her  a  heathen  burial.  When  the  heathen  came 
around  her  and  told  her  to  think  of  their  heathen  dependencies, 
she  raised  her  hand  and  beckoned  them  away,  saying  she  could  not 
listen  to  them,  ‘  Only  Jesus  Christ  1’  ” 

A  BIBLE-WOMAN  UNDER  MRS.  BENNETT. 

Of  the  Bible-woman,  supported  by  our  Society,  she  says  she  is 
showing  signs  of  age  and  infirmity,  but  is  still  very  zealous  and 
active,  and  desires  no  other  employment  so  long  as  she  is  able  to 
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do  anything ;  she  is  always  accompanied  by  a  younger  woman ;  they 
seldom  meet  with  opposition  ;  they  have  given  away  more  than  a 
thousand  tracts  during  the  year;  they  frequently  say,  “Pray  for  us 
that  we  may  not  go  out  in  vain.” 

I  could  now  employ  another  woman  if  I  had  the  means,  and 
your  Society  have  the  money  to  spare  for  this  object. 


ZENANAS  OPENED  IN  NORTHERN  INDIA. 

Mrs.  Gracey,  of  the  Methodist  Mission  at  Lucknow,  writes  thus 
encouragingly : — ■ 

“  We  need  your  normal  schools  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  work. 
The  government  of  India  is  now  doing  very  much  for  the  education 
of  women.  It  is  establishing  girl’s  schools  all  over  the  country, 
but  it  is  neutral  on  the  subject  of  religion.  It  is  left  for  the  Mission 
schools  and  Bible  readers  to  infuse  a  religious  element  into  the  edu¬ 
cation,  and  this  is  being  done  now  as  extensively  as  possible.  The 
native  opinion  also  is  changing  wonderfully  in  regard  to  this  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  enlightenment  of  women.  A  few  years  ago  we  met  with 
opposition  on  every  hand,  but  this  is  slowly  and  surely  giving  way. 
In  the  city  of  Lucknow  alone,  where  a  few  years  ago  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  do  anything,  we  have  now  five  zenana  schools  with  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  pupils.” 


NORMAL  SCHOOL  FOR  BURMESE  GIRLS. 

Miss  Susie  E.  naswell,  daughter  of  those  worthy  Baptist  Mis¬ 
sionaries,  Rev.  J.  M.  and  Mrs.  Haswell,  has  established  in  their 
Mission  residence  at  Maulmain,  Burmah,  a  Boarding  School  for 
Burmese  Girls.  She  has  now  from  twenty  to  thirty  pupils,  for 
whom  board  and  clothing,  books  and  other  material  for  instruction 
must  be  provided. 

The  British  residents  and  native  Christians  in  Burmah  make  con¬ 
tributions.  Still  a  large  portion  of  the  expense  must  be  met  by 
American  friends  of  Christian  education  for  the  women  of  heathen 
lands.  The  young  women  trained  in  this  school  are  to  become 
teachers  and  Bible-readers  ;  thus  prepared  they  will  make  suitable 
wives  for  educated  native  teachers  or  preachers. 

The  Philadelphia  Branch  of  the  Women’s  Union  Mission  propose 
to  take  this  School  at  Maulmain  under  their  fostering  care;  whilst 
the  Baptist  Board  of  Missions  provides  for  the  support  of  Miss  Susie 
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E.  Haswell  and  the  use  of  building's  for  her  scholars.  We  will  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  School  as  far  as  three  hundred  dollars  in  gold 
will  suffice.  The  remainder  need  is  to  be  furnished  by  the  friends  of 
the  Institution  in  Maulmain.  We  are  sure  that  American  ladies 
will  feel  deeply  interested  in  the  success  of  this  excellent  school. 

M  iss  Haswell  writes  thus.  During  the  school  vacation  I  visit¬ 
ed  nearly  all  the  Burmese  women  belonging'  to  the  church.  The 
result  was  that  we  had  a  meeting  and  the  women  formed  themselves 
into  a  society.  One  of  the  things  they  pledge  themselves  to  do  is 
to  use  their  influence  to  have  family  prayers  regularly  attended  to, 
and  if  their  husbands  fail  to  do  their  duty,  they  will  themselves  call 
their  children  around  them  daily  and  pray  with  them.  It  is  our 
hope  that  the  girls  taught  in  our  schools  may  become  teachers  and 
wives  of  the  Christian  young  men  who  are  being  educated,  and 
some  of  whom  we  trust  are  to  become  teachers  of  the  Gospel. 

It  is  in  this  way  that  the  people  will,  we  hope,  become  animated 
with  the  desire  to  become  missionaries  to  their  own  people.  The 
work  once  placed  on  this  footing  will,  by  the  grace  of  God,  be  car¬ 
ried  on  without  the  aid  of  foreign  missionaries. 


MISSION  BANDS. 

These  associations  of  young  girls  in  schools  to  aid  our  mission  is 
one  of  the  sweetest  assurances  that  reach  us  of  the  blessed  results 
of  this  womanly  charity.  The  innermost  heart  of  the  nation  is 
moved  when  young  ladies  reach  forth  their  soft  hands  to  lift  up  the 
poor  heathen  girls  to  the  light  of  the  Gospel.  The  General  Society 
has  a  large  number  of  such  associations  on  its  list.  We  give  the 
suggestions  of  Miss  Doremus  on  the  subject : — 

“We  would  suggest  that  a  Mission  Band  might  be  formed  in 
almost  any  church,  day  or  Sabbath  school,  or  neighborhood,  if  but 
one  lady  would  initiate  the  movement. 

“An  opportunity  is  thus  afforded  to  many  who  have  time  and 
gifts  which  have  been  consecrated  to  the  Saviour,  to  make  them 
directly  useful,  by  seeking  to  lead  the  young  to  works  of  faith  and 
prayer. 

“  The  peculiar  adaptiveness  of  our  work  for  the  young,  cannot 
fail  to  strike  every  observer.  Stated  meetings  are  advisable,  their 
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frequency  being  regulated  as  circumstances  render  it  most  expe¬ 
dient.  Their  interest  can  be  sustained  in  various  ways.  The  most 
important  thing  is  to  render  the  subject  of  foreign  missions  attrac¬ 
tive,  at  the  same  time  enforcing  plainly,  the  duty  which  rests  upon 
Christians  to  give  the  Gospel  to  others.  Much  of  this  interest 
may  be  imparted  by  those  who  are  at  the  head  of  the  Band,  and 
who  may  find  ample  material  in  the  details  of  missionary  labor,  in 
public  print.  Young  ladies  may  often  combine  some  home  object, 
with  a  Mission  Band.  The  contributions  may  be  given  to  our  cause, 
at  the  same  time,  that  work  for  a  local  charity  can  be  accomplished ; 
thus  cementing  a  double  interest  at  home  and  abroad.”

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MEDICAL  MISSIONARY  LADIES. 

Before  closing  our  Report  we  would  ask  the  attention  of  our 
readers  to  an  important  feature  in  woman’s  missionary  work— it  is 
the  idea  of  sending  out  ladies  who  have  received  a  thorough  medi¬ 
cal  education.  The  propriety  of  instructing  young  women  in  the 
science  of  medicine,  so  as  to  qualify  them  to  act  as  physicians 
among  their  own  sex  and  children,  is  now  not  only  generally  ac¬ 
knowledged  in  this  country,  but  to  some  extent  provided  for.  But 
it  is  in  missionary  fields  that  the  presence  and  influence  of  a  Chris¬ 
tian  woman,  well  qualified  in  medical  knowledge,  would  be  of  inesti¬ 
mable  value.  Heathen  people  have  a  profound  reverence  for  all 
medical  skill,  and  should  they  find  Christian  women  well  versed  in 
the  science,  it  would  greatly  increase  their  estimation  of  the  sex, 
and  stimulate  their  desire  to  have  their  own  wives  and  daughters 
brought  under  an  influence  that  would  be  beneficial  to  the  body  as 
well  as  to  the  mind  and  heart.  Indeed,  we  all  well  know  that  there 
is  no  better  way  of  gaining  the  confidence  of  the  people  than  by 
showing  sympathy  for  their  bodily  suffering.  As  physicians,  women 
could  find  access  to  homes  which  national  religious  prejudices  would 
forbid  them  to  enter,  and  one  can  readily  imagine  what  new  oppor¬ 
tunities  would  thus  be  opened  for  sowing  the  seeds  of  Christian 
religion.  In  apostolic  times  the  preaching  of  the  word  was  always 
accompanied  by  miraculous  power  of  healing — and  doubtless  many 
who  thronged  to  hear,  excited  by  the  hopes  of  gaining  bodily  relief, 
were  thus  led  to  consider  the  higher  interests  of  the  soul. 

Are  there  any  ladies  among  us  who  feel  drawn  to  the  personal 
consideration  of  this  matter,  and  who  will  consecrate  themselves  to 
the  special  work  of  ministering  to  the  bodily  sufferings  of  millions 
of  our  own  sex  in  heathen  lands  ?  Will  it  not  even  rejoice  the  hearts 
of  missionaries  themselves  whose  wives  and  children  often  suffer  for 
want  of  proper  medical  treatment,  to  have  one  .among  them  who 
can  aid  and  comfort  in  the  many  hours  of  bodily  suffering  which 
inevitably  fall  to  the  lot  of  women  ?  Many  openings  are  already 
offering  themselves,  as  we  have  said,  to  the  labors  of  our  mission¬ 
aries,  but  armed  with  this  new  power  they  might  advance  still 
further  in  their  efforts  to  reach  the  yet  more  serious  and  important 
necessities  of  the  soul. 
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The  Medical  Missionary  Lady  is  not  a  new  idea.  It  was  sug¬ 
gested  many  years  ago  by  a  lady  in  this  city,  and  a  few  of  her  friends 
united  and  formed,  in  1851 — “The  Ladies’  Medical  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety.”  The  object  was  to  aid  the  good  work  of  Foreign  Missions 
by  sending  out  unmarried  ladies  qualified  as  physicians  for  their 
own  sex.  Many  leading  clergymen  approved  and  wrote  letters  of 
encouragement.  Two  young  women  graduated  from  the  “Women’s 
Medical  College”  in  this  city,  both  devoted  in  their  zeal  to  go  as 
teachers  and  physicians  to  heathen  women.  But  the  American 
Missionary  Boards  were  not  prepared  to  send  unmarried  women  :  the 
good  time  had  not  come.  Let  us  hope  the  present  year  will  be 
propitious  to  our  prayers,  that  the  pious  American  Doctress  may 
be  sent  to  teach  poor  heathen  women  the  Gospel  way  of  salvation 
for  the  soul  and  of  the  life  immortal  in  heaven,  whilst  instructing 
them  to  understand  a  better  way  of  life  and  health  on  earth. 

We  have  had  many  letters  of  sympathy  and  approval  from  eminent 
clergymen  of  the  various  denominations  in  our  land,  but  we  will 
simply  close  our  statement  by  some  extracts  from  letters  of  four 
living  witnesses  whose  names  are  known  throughout  the  Christian 
world.  These  letters  were  written  in  1851. 

The  Bev.  Dr.  Malcolm,  who  has  visited  the  East,  and  knows  the 
wants  of  Missions,  gave  the  plan  his  warmest  approbation.  _ 

Rev.  Dr.  Durbin,  in  his  letter  to  the  authoress  of  this  Appeal, 
after  expressing  his  sympathy  with  the  movement  to  educate  women 
physicians  to  take  charge  of  their  own  sex  and  of  children,  adds,  “If 
1  were  stationed  in  your  city,  I  would  give  the  effort  my  personal 
aid  :  now  I  send  my  own  name  and  that  of  Mrs.  Durbin  as  members 
of  your  Society.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Stevens,  now  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  who  was  for  some 
years  a  physican,  thus  sanctions  our  plan  :  “  Whatever  will  tend  to 
give  true,  Christian  elevation  to  woman,  whatever  will  enlarge  the 
sphere  of  her  legitimate  influence,  whatever  will  give  her  more  effi¬ 
ciency  in  raising  her  sex  in  heathen  lands,  and  in  spreading  among 
them  the  life-giving  truths  of  the  glorious  Gospel,  is  worthy  of  the 
attention  and  co-operation  of  all  those  who  have  at  heart  the  true 
welfare  of  our  race.  “  The  Ladies’  Medical  Missionary  Society” 
aims  to  secure  all  these  points,  and  is  therefore  deserving  the  sup¬ 
port  and  encouragement  of  the  Christian  community.” 

Rev.  Charles  Wadsworth,  after  observing  that  he  had  “long  en¬ 
tertained  the  opinion  that  Medical  Science  should,  in  all  cases,  form 
part  of  a  woman’s  education,”  &c.,  thus  concludes  :  “The  design  of 
the  ‘Ladies'  Medical  Missionary  Society'  seems  to  me  truly  benevo- 
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lent  and  its  constitution  eminently  wise.  I  need  not  say  that  it  has 
my  most  cordial  wishes  for  its  entire  success,  and  that  I  shall  re¬ 
joice  to  be  able  in  any  way  to  further  your  wishes  in  a  cause  so 
good.” 


THE  WORK  AND  THE  WANTS  OF  WOMAN’S  MISSION. 

We  have  now  placed  before  our  friends  the  design  of  our  Society, 
its  method  of  working,  and  the  results  of  this  work  ;  we  trust  we 
have  by  this  means  excited  the  sympathies  and  aroused  the  energy 
of  every  Christian  heart,  so  far  as  to  lead  each  one  to  inquire,  what 
can  I  do  to  help  in  this  good  cause  ?  As  there  are  many  ways  of 
aiding  in  the  work  which  may  not  have  presented  themselves  to  our 
friends,  we  may  be  allowed  to  suggest  a  few  which  will  doubtless 
commend  themselves  to  their  attention. 

We  would  present  to  our  helpers  in  the  various  Churches  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  making  their  pastors,  or  their  pastors’  wives,  Life-Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society  by  the  payment  of  $50,  which  can  be  collected 
in  small  sums  without  encroaching  on  the  other  missionary  or  bene¬ 
volent  work  of  the  church.  Again  :  Are  there  any  who  would  give 
us  the  influence  of  their  good  names  by  becoming  annual  Contribu¬ 
tors  of  $20,  or  Collectors  of  the  same  amount  ?  Are  there  not  others 
who  would  gladly  become  members  of  this  Society  by  the  annual 
payment  of  one  dollar,  even  should  it  cost  some  trifling  self-denial  ? 

Do  you  ask  wliat  are  now  the  pressing  wants  of  our  Mission  ! 

We  need  more  Missionaries  in  the  field,  serving  Christ  by  words 
and  deeds  that  make  Christianity  the  voice  of  love  and  power  over 
all  the  heathen  world,  as  it  is  now  over  every  Christian  nation. 
Heathen  women  are  waiting  for  this  knowledge.  From  the  suffer¬ 
ing  millions  of  India,  Burrnah,  China,  the  same  earnest  appeal  is 
sent  to  our  Society  ;  “  Come  and  teach  us  how  to  live.”  The  Gene¬ 
ral  Society  in  New  York  has  lately  sent  out  three  missionary  ladies 
to  Pekin,  China.  New  opportunities  are  offered  every  day.  We 
want  money  to  provide  for  these  duties. 

But  there  is  at  this  time  one  need  more  pressing.  We  want  money 
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to  pay  our  proportion  of  the  debt  for  the  American  Union  Mission 
Home  in  Calcutta.  This  is  bought  and  occupied  by  our  Missionary 
Ladies — twelve  in  number,  who  are  teaching  in  the  zenanas  (women’s 
departments),  and  hundreds  of  these  are  now  open  to  them.  They 
have  over  eight  hundred  pupils  under  instruction,  wives  and  daugh¬ 
ters  of  native  gentlemen,  who,  in  many  instances,  are  contributing 
to  pay  expenses,  as  they  begin  to  consider  this  teaching  of  their 
women  a  privilege  to  be  desired. 

This  American  Union  Mission  Home  is  also  needed  as  the  train¬ 
ing  place  of  native  Christian  women  in  their  duties  as  Bible-readers 
or  teachers  in  schools  for  girls  in  the  villages  and  rural  districts 
around  Calcutta,  where  foreign  ladies  cannot  give  their  services. 
The  ladies  of  our  Mission  have  a  Normal  School  in  the  Home, 
where  forty-eight  native  Christian  women  are  now  receiving  in¬ 
struction. 

It  is  said  that  the  entire  population  of  Calcutta  is  estimated  at 
over  half  a  million.  Calcutta  and  its  suburbs  number  800,000.  Of 
the  entire  population,  30,000  are  English,  German,  or  American, 
and  the  rest  are  natives  of  India.  In  this  great  city  the  “  Union 
Home”  of  our  Society  is  the  only  American  Mission.  Bearing 
also  in  mind  that  all  Missionary  Societies  own  their  premises,  and 
that  our  ladies  were  subjected  to  great  discomfort  by  removals,  is 
it  not  our  Christian  duty  to  establish  them  in  a  suitable  manner  as 
representatives  of  the  American  Woman’s  life  in  her  own  Christian 
country  ?” 

In  short,  our  Missionary  Ladies  need  this  Union  Home  as  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  our  Mission  in  India.  We  want  the  means  to  pay  our 
proportion  of  the  cost,  $5000.  We  have  collected  $1000  of  this 
money,  chiefly  by  making  Life  Memberships.  We  do  not  use  a  dol¬ 
lar  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Mission  to  pay  for  the  Home  ; 
the  funds  are  kept  separate :  but  we  hope  this  debt  will  soon  be 
taken  from  the  weight  of  our  duties.  In  this  great  “  City  of  Homes 
and  Churches,”  are  there  not  Christian  men,  rich  in  faith  and  in 
gold,  who  will  aid  us  now,  and  enable  us  to  pay  our  indebtedness 
and  thus  secure  the  comforts  of  a  Christian  Home  for  the  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  America,  who  are  dwellers  in  a  heathen’s  land — for  Christ's 
sake?”

REPOET  OF  Mrs.  A.  P.  HURLBURT, 

President  of  th e  Camden  A  uxiliary. 

Report  for  eighteen  months  containing-  a  list  of  subscribers  to 
the  Philadelphia  Society  of  Woman’s  Mission  to  Woman,  obtained 
— with  the  exception  of  about  twenty  dollars — in  small  subscriptions, 
principally  of  ten  cents  per  month.  The  plan  is,  after  the  pattern 
of  the  English  Dissenters,  to  take  a  district  of  the  city  and  call  at 
each  house";  making  known  the  object  of  the  Society,  and  leaving 
(with  all  who  subscribe)  a  Link,  or  some  other  missionary  publica¬ 
tion  connected  with  the  Society.  This  is  the  most  thorough  way 
to  serve  the  mission  of  which  we  are  informed,  and  if  it  were  univer¬ 
sally  adopted  there  would  no  doubt  be  a  great  increase  of  funds  and 
friends.  All  who  have  a  heart  to  aid  in  this  grand  movement  for 
enlightening  our  benighted  sex  in  heathen  lands  would  thus  have 
an  opportunity.  This  Society  being  officered  by  and  supporting 
missionaries  from  all  evangelical  denominations,  we  feel  that  we 
have  a  right  to  solicit  all,  and  the  monthly  fraction  is  so  trifling 
that  none  who  are  above  pauperism  have  a  legitimate  excuse  for  not 
complying  with  the  call.  This  plan  also  provides  a  way  for  reach¬ 
ing  those  who  need  to  be  cared  for  at  home.  This  means,  too,  of 
spreading  missionary  intelligence  is  invaluable.  The  ignorance  of 
the  community  on  this  important  subject  none  can  know  but  those 
who  go  about  laboring  to  dispel  it.

The  undersigned,  together  with  others,  all  of  whom  are  citizens 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  have  associated  themselves  for  the 
purpose  of  evangelizing  heathen  women,  and  are  now  desirous  of 
being  incorporated  under  the  name,  style,  or  title  of  “The  Phila¬ 
delphia  Branch  of  Woman’s  Union  Missionary  Society  of  America 
for  Heathen  Lands,”  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  such 
case  made  and  provided: 

And  they  herewith  exhibit  to  the  Court  the  objects,  articles,  and 
conditions  of  their  Association,  as  set  forth  in  the  annexed  Consti¬ 
tution,  agreeably  to  which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated  : 

And  they  pray  your  Honorable  Court  to  take  such  action  in  the 
premises  as  may  be  according  to  law.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  The  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  said  Society  shall  be 
“The  Philadelphia  Branch  of  Woman’s  Union  Missionary  Society 
of  America  for  Heathen  Lands,” 

Article  IT.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  cooperate  with 
the  General  Society  of  the  same  name  in  sending  out  single  ladies 
as  missionaries  to  heathen  countries  for  the  special  purpose  of  in¬ 
structing'  women,  establishing  schools  for  girls,  and  preparing  native 
Bible  readers  to  become  teachers  among  their  countrywomen. 

Article  III.  This  Society  shall  be  composed  of  women,  and  the 
condition  of  membership  shall  be  the  annual  contribution  to  its 
funds  of  not  less  than  one  dollar.  The  annual  payment  of  twenty 
dollars  shall  make  and  constitute  the  payer  a  manager  of  this  So¬ 
ciety,  and  fifty  dollars  paid  in  makes  a  life  member. 

Article  IV.  This  Society  shall  elect  from  its  members  at  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  By-Laws  may  prescribe,  a  President, 
a  Yice-President  for  each  denomination,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer:  provided  that  the  Trea¬ 
surer  may,  at  the  option  of  the  members,  be  a  gentleman,  who, 
together  with  the  remaining  managers,  shall  constitute  a  Board  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  Y.  “The  Philadelphia  Branch  of  Woman’s  Union  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  America  for  Heathen  Lands”  shall  have  per¬ 
petual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  take, 
hold,  mortgage,  and  sell  and  convey  real  estate  in  fee  simple,  on 
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ground  rent  or  otherwise ;  and  to  take  and  hold  personal  estate 
received  by  gift,  grant,  or  bequest,  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same ; 
to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew  at 
pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  any 
court  of  record  or  any  other  place  whatever ;  and  generally  to  do 
all  such  matters  and  things  as  may  be  lawful  and  necessary  for  them 
to  do  in  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  aforesaid:  provided  that  the 
clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  real  estate  of  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Article  VI.  The  said  Society  shall  have  power  to  alter  at  will 
the  qualifications  of  members  and  of  managers,  and  from  time  to 
time  to  make  such  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the  election 
and  duties  of  the  officers  thereof,  and  as  to  the  election  and  appoint¬ 
ment  of  other  suitable  officers  and  agents,  and  for  the  general  go¬ 
vernment  of  the  said  Society,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
convenient;  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  and  repeal  the  same, 
provided  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  anything  contained  in  these 
Articles,  or  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  State. 

Article  VII.  If  the  annual  election  shall  not  be  made  on  the 
stated  day,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved,  but 
the  managers  and  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  elec¬ 
tion,  which  shall  be  made  at  such  time  and  plaee  and  after  such 
notice  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe. 

Article  VIII.  All  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  pro¬ 
posed  in  writing,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  by  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

Article  IX.  The  present  officers  of  the  association  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  at  the  annual 
election,  to  be  fixed  and  provided  for  by  the  By-Laws  to  be  adopted 
by  said  corporation.

And  now,  February  9,  1869,  the  petition  of  Sarah  Josepha  Hale 
and  others  praying  to  be  incorporated  under  the  name  of  “The 
Philadelphia  Branch  of  Woman’s  Union  Missionary  Society  of 
America  for  Heathen  Lands”  having  been  presented  to  the  Court, 
together  with  the  instrument  in  writing  specifying  the  objects,  arti¬ 
cles,  conditions  and  name,  style,  or  title  of  said  corporation  :  and 
the  Court  having  perused  and  examined  said  instrument,  and  the 
objects,  articles,  and  conditions  therein  set  forth  and  contained 
appearing  lawful  and  not  injurious  to  the  community: 

It  is  ordered,  on  motion  of  George  Junkin,  Esquire,  attorney  for 
the  petitioners,  that  the  said  writing  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Prothonotary  of  the  Court,  and  that  notice  of  the  said  application 
be  given  by  advertisements,  according  to  law. 

And  now,  March  10,  A.  D.  1869,  it  appearing  to  the  Court  that 
due  notice  of  the  application  for  a  Charter  in  this  case  has  been 
given  by  advertisements  according  to  law,  and  no  sufficient  reason 
having  been  shown  to  the  contrary,  on  motion  of  George  Junkin, 
Esquire,  attorney  for  the  petitioners,  It  is  ordered  by  the  Court 
that  Sarah  Josepha  Hale  and  her  associates  shall,  according  to  the 
articles  and  conditions  in  said  instrument  set  forth  and  contained, 
become  and  be  a  corporation  or  body  politic:  and  that  this  order 
shall  be  endorsed  on  said  instrument,  attested  in  the  usual  manner 
by  the  Prothonotary  under  the  seal  of  the  Court;  and  that  the  said 
Charter  of  Incorporation  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office. for  record¬ 
ing  deeds  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  Court,  I,  Frederick  G.  Wolbert, 
Prothonotary  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  city  and

BY-LAWS. 


1.  The  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  Thursday  after  the 
second  Monday  of  January.  At  this  election  the  officers  of  the 
Society  shall  be  chosen  (with  the  Board  of  Managers),  and  a  public 
address  be  given  before  the  Society  by  clergymen  of  the  different 
denominations.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  or  Society  shall  be 
opened  by  the  reading  of  Scripture  and  by  prayer. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and 
Board  of  Managers,  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury,  and  shall 
direct  special  meetings  to  be  called  at  the  request  of  members.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President  the  senior  Vice-President  shall  preside. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  foreign 
correspondence,  and  of  subscriptions  to  the  “  Link.”  The  Record¬ 
ing  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society,  and  at  each  meeting  shall  read  the  record  of  the  last  pre¬ 
ceding  meeting.  She  shall  also  give  notice  to  the  members  of  spe¬ 
cial  meetings. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  the  moneys 
received  and  paid  out,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  present  a 
report  of  the  same ;  and  also  make  statements  to  the  managers 
when  these  shall  be  required  at  their  meetings. 

5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  the  aforesaid  officers, 
with  two  managers  from  each  denomination  represented  in  the  So¬ 
ciety,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

6.  The  Board  shall  appoint,  annually,  standing  committees  on 
printing,  on  public  meetings,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  they 
may  see  fit;  and  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  shall 
appoint  days  for  regular  meetings  of  these  committees. 

7.  The  “Missionary  Link,”  now  published  by  the  New  York  So¬ 
ciety,  may  also  be  the  organ  of  this  Society,  which  shall  be  pledged 
for  a  proportionate  share  of  the  expenses  attendant  upon  its  pub¬ 
lication. 


\ 
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8.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  from  their  number  a 
standing  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  General  Society  in  New 
York;  and  this  Society  is  pledged  to  continue  its  aid  in  sustaining 
the  mission  in  Calcutta,  as  agreed  between  the  Societies.  This 
Branch  Society  shall  meet  all  discounts,  duties,  and  other  incidental 
expenses  attendant  upon  appropriating  or  sending  out  its  own  funds. 

9.  The  Board  shall  take  care  that  the  support  of  all  those  they 
send  abroad  shall  be  properly  guaranteed,  their  salary  commencing 
from  the  period  of  their  arrival  at  their  post  of  labor. 

10.  The  Board  shall  make  proper  arrangements  for  the  comfort 
and  protection  of  their  foreign  teachers  during  the  voyage,  and  on 
their  first  arrival  in  a  foreign  land.  Unless  special  circumstances 
render  it  unnecessary,  a  sum  shall  be  placed  at  their  disposal,  to  be 
drawn  in  case  of  sickness  or  other  emergency.  Should  a  return  to 
America  be  necessary  from  the  failure  of  health,  and  by  medical 
advice,  the  Society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  necessary  expense. 

11.  Each  lady  going  out  as  teacher,  or  Bible-reader,  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  sign  an  engagement  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses, 
binding  herself  in  case  of  voluntarily  relinquishing  her  situation, 
or  in  case  of  her  marriage  within  five  years  after  her  arrival  in  a 
foreign  land,  to  repay  to  the  Board  the  sum  expended  by  them  for 
her  passage  and  outfit.  She  shall  also  give  the  Board  six  months’ 
notice  of  any  intended  change,  or  forfeit  her  support  for  that  time. 

12.  No  candidate  shall  be  finally  appointed  without  presenting 
satisfactory  credentials,  nor  without  personal  intercourse  with  the 
Board;  and  before  the  departure  of  any  one  a  special  meeting  shall 
be  held,  for  the  purpose  of  commending  her  to  God,  the  services 
being  conducted  by  a  clergyman. 

13.  The  postage  of  all  letters  addressed  to  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  on  the  business  of  the  Society,  shall  be  defrayed;  also 
the  stationery  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  ladies  going  to  a  foreign  land. 

14.  Four  stated  meetings  of  this  Society  will  be  held  during  the 
year,  viz.,  on  the  last  Monday  of  February,  April,  and  October; 
and  on  the  first  Monday  in  December.  Clergymen  will  be  invited 
to  attend  and  aid  by  their  counsels  and  prayers  in  the  great  work 
of  opening  the  Gospel  to  heathen  women.

AND  HOW  TO  FORM  THEM. 

CONSTITUTION. 

1.  We  ladies,  desiring  to  aid  “Woman’s  Union  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  of  America  for  Heathen  Lands,”  unite  for  this  purpose  with 
the  “Philadelphia  Branch.” 

2.  The  payment  of  one  dollar  gives  membership  and  the  right  to 
vote  for  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

3.  The  President  will  communicate  with  the  officers  of  the 
“Philadelphia  Branch,”  and  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Society. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Society, 
notify  meetings,  and  prepare  the  annual  report,  which,  if  desired, 
will  be  printed  in  the  report  of  the  “  Philadelphia  Branch.”

The  officers  of  the  “Philadelphia  Branch”  will  do  all  in  their 
power  to  encourage  their  auxiliaries,  whose  members  are  invited  to 
attend  our  stated  meetings,  or,  if  at  too  great  a  distance,  to  send 
delegates.
